RESULTS  OF  TREATED  TIMBER  SAMPLES  TESTING  IN  2016 


In  2016, 183  samples  of  treated  timber  were  tested  for  adherence  to  estabisihed  standards.  Eleven  samples  did  not 
with  all  failures  due  to  insufficient  retention  of  the  preservative.  The  overall  compliance  rate  for  meeting  standards 
was  94%  for  the  year.
